Island, in Munising harbor near 
this city.

Near it are the Williams Hotel and

Grand Island, home of the old 
Williams trading post, lies in the 
mouth of Munising Bay, forming 
a perfect harbor for large and 
small craft.

Liquor Laws Involved 
In One-Third Of Cases 
In Delta County Court

are 
thirty-five

Liquor law violations, the type 
of offense appearing most often 
on books of the Delta county cir­ 
cuit court, have 
accounted 
for 
nearly one-third of the prosecu­ 
tions in the county since 1866, 
according to data compiled recent­ 
ly by Alfred Bonamer of Esca­ 
naba, research statistician of the 
Historical Record Survey of De­ 
troit. 
Records covering the first 
four years of the court's history, 
from 1862 to 1866, 
were 
lost 
when fire destroyed the wooden 
safe in which they were kept at 
Gena, now Masonville. 
Of the 3,807 criminal cases ap­ 
pearing on the records of the sir- 
cuit court, 1,108 deal with posses­ 
sion. manufacture, sale or trans­ 
portation of liquor or with viola­ 
tions of closing hours or tax re­ 
quirements. 
Most of the liquor 
law violations date from the pro- 
hibtiion era, or the years that 
preceded it. 
la r ce n y Is H igh 
Larceny and embezzlement is 
the second largest classification of 
crime to be found on the hooks 
of the county. 
Records list 277 
cases in this classification. 
Third 
largest 
is 
burglary, 
with 
220 
cases recorded. Forgery is fourth, 
with 104 cases recorded. 
Scattered throughout tile books 
under 
many different 
classifica­ 
tions are 245 sex cases, led by 
105 trials for paternity determi­ 
nation. 
Reflecting efforts of the law to 
place a curb on prostitution when 
Escanaba was the boom town of 
lumbering 
days, 
are 
71 
cases 
charging the operation of houses 
of ill repute and num erous charges 
of prostitution. 
Twenty-six m urderers were sen­ 
tenced before Delta county circuit 
court since 1866. 
There were 68 
cases in which persons were found 


guilty of assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than the 
crime of murder.

Other types of crimes, in which 
IO to 30 convictions have been 
made in the county court, include 
carrying concealed weapons, as­ 
sault and battery, assault, viola­ 
tion of gam e and fish laws, arson, 
manslaughter, k e e p i n g gaming 
room, houses or devices, negligent 
homicide, reckless driving, resist­ 
ing an officer, and receiving or 


concealing stolen property.

Technological Unemployment 
JLJOSTLY we simply crouch and cower in 
the face of that great, vague, looming 
threat which we know by the 
$4 
word 
“ technological unemployment.” 
We feel, not without good reason, that 
machines are taking our Jobs; that some­ 
how newer and bigger and better and fast 
er machines mean men out of work, and 
that every new automatic gadget means 
simply another pair of shuffling feet in 
♦ he bread line. 
Naturally, organizations of workmen are 
usually distrustful of new maehinery, and 
in some fields we are beginning to revert 
to the attitude of the Manchester workers 
who smashed the first power looms 
be­ 
cause they believed the pulleys and cams 
were snatching away their dally 
bread. 
Everyone has felt this all-pervading m e n ­ 
ace. 
Rut shrinking away from the problem 
will never solve 
it. 
Every 
student 
of 
economics is agreed that we aren't going 
back to the bicycle age or the oil lamp, no 
m atter how much fun that would be to the 
humorists who are always slyly suggesting 
tt. Technology is here to stay. 
Our problem Is to work out methods by 
which the benefits of the machine may be 
brought not only to the owner and 
con­ 
sumer. but to the worker as well, all 
in 
proper proportion In some industries gal­ 
lant and productive efforts 
have 
been 
made to make such an adjustment. 
One of the most progressive is tho hos­ 
iery Industry, whose union has been es­ 
pecially active in seeking means to adjust 
itself to increasing mechanization 
The end of a six-months test period 
of 
one agreement in tills industry is so h e a r t ­ 
ening as to allow one to hope that, given 
brains and good-will on both sides, even 
Old Man Technological Employment eau 
be licked. 
This agreement between the union and a 
hosiery company actually 
requires 
the 
managem ent to install new machinery as 
fast as its financial condition permits 
It 
calls for a material reduction in the basic 
piecework wage, in return for agreement 
to install machinery with almost twice the 
productive capacity 
Result: the earnings of the workers per 
week rose steadily, despite the 
lower* *1 
basic piece-work wage, 
because with the 
new machines, each 
worker turned 
out 
much more work with the same hours and 
the same effort. No employes were fired. 
And the cost to the managem ent of each 
pair of stockings actually fell, Improving 
Its competitive position.

Republic, Cardenas, the 
present 
Incum­ 
bent, sometimes called Dictator, has taken 
from the great feudal land 
owners 
and 
distributed among tho peons, nearly 4 0,- 
000 square mil* a of land. This is an area 
approximately equal to the entire area of 
Cuba or the State of Kentucky'. The dis­ 
tribution has been made with a minimum 
of disorder arid the absence of major re­ 
sistance. As a result Cardenas Is hailed 
as th** greatest agrarian in the history of 
a country where agrarianism has long been 
a major Issue, indeed, the one outstand­ 
ing issue. 
Only once before in the history of Mex­ 
ico has such a largescale transference of 
land taken place. That was in the 1850’s 
when Mexico passed a secularization 
act 
and seized the broad lands held 
by 
the 
Catholic Church and vested them in 
the 
State. Before that act It was estimated th at 
the Church held one-third of the wealth of 
Mexico. The reform was somewhat 
like 
that of King Henry VII! of 
England 
In 
confiscating the lands held by the Catho­ 
lic monasteries and other church founda­ 
tions. 
In the Inst year alone President Car­ 
denas has transferred 
7,500,000 
acres 
I rom private owners to peon cooperatives. 
There is every indication that the program 
ot agrarian reform and land redistribution 
will continue indefinitely. 
Tin* experiment has attracted a great 
deal of interest and there 
are 
varying 
views as to its prospects of success. The 
Mexican peon has long expressed a yearn­ 
ing for the land but he has been dlspos 
sensed so long that some observers 
are 
dubious of his success. The habit of four 
centuries of peonage, of what has a m o u n t­ 
ed to feudal serfdom, It is fe a r e d , will pre­ 
vent any immediate success. 
President Cardenas

W ashington, D. C.— The failure of 
the 
M assachusetts legislature to 
ratify 
the 
child-labor am endm ent to the Constitution 
is another reminder of how long the pro­ 
position has been before the 
States 
for 
consideration. It is also a reminder of the 
long struggle to enact Federal child-labor 
legislation, and that M assachusetts 
was 
the first of the States to pass a measure 
designed to free children 
from 
certain 
types of employment. 
The am endm ent now before the States 
for ratification was passed by the H ouse 
April 26, 1924, and by the Senate on June 
2 of the same year. The amendment in it­ 
self is not a law’; it merely gives 
Con­ 
gress power to pass 
Federal 
child-labor 
legislation, a right now reserved to 
the 
States. 
But this is not the first effort of Con­ 
gress to enact legislation affecting employ­ 
ment of children. In 1906 Senator Bever­ 
idge introduced the first bill in Congress 
to regulate child-labor. However, it 
was 
not until ten years later that such a bill 
passed. The bill prohibited the shipm ent 
in interstate or foreign commerce of goods 
produced In establishm ents where children 
of certain ages were employed. The law 
was declared unconstitutional by a 5 to 4 
decision on June 3, 1918, by the U. 
S. 
Supreme Court on the ground that in 
at­ 
tem pting to regulate child-labor in 
this 
way Congress had exceeded its constitu­ 
tional power to regulate interstate 
com ­ 
merce. 
A second Federal child-labor law’, based 
upon the taxing power of Congress 
and 
administered by the 
Treasury 
Depart­ 
ment, was in operation from 
April 
25, 
1919, to May 15. 1922, when it also was 
declared unconstitutional by the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court. It was not until 1933 that 
Federal legislation fixing a national m in­ 
imum standard for employm ent of children 
again came into existence through the in­ 
dustrial codes established under the Na­ 
tional Industrial Recovery 
Act. 
These 
codes practically elim inated the 
em ploy­ 
ment of children under sixteen in indus­ 
try and trade until the act was declared 
unconstitutional in 1935. 
The child-labor provisions of the F'air 
I-Abor Standards Act of June 25, 
1938, 
prohibit the shipm ent in interstate com ­ 
merce or to any foreign country of goods 
produced in establishm ents in the United 
States in or abtbut which oppressive child 
labor has been employed within thirty days 
prior to the removal of the goods. Chil­ 
dren between fourteen and sixteen years 
of age may be em ployed in non-manufac­ 
turing and non-m ining occupations where 
such em ploym ent has been determined not 
to interfere with their schooling or their 
health and well-being. Children employed 
in agriculture when not legally required 
to attend school, or as actors in 
motion 
pictures or 
theatrical 
productions, 
or 
working for their parents in occupations 
other than m anufacturing or mining, are 
exempted. 
Efforts to prevent children from work­ 
ing under certain conditions date back to 
the Middle Ages. The m ajority 
of 
the 
population in the m edieval period 
were 
serfs and their children were put to work 
in the fields at an early age. Save those 
who were attached to estates, these chil­ 
dren received no education, no training 
and no opportunities for advancement. 
— EARLY SYSTEMS OF EMPLOY­ 
MENT— 
Near the close of the Middle Ages the 
apprentice system became xvell established. 
The apprentice was indentured usually at 
about the age of fourteen for a period of 
from two to seveu years. The system pro­ 
vided neither pay nor spending money. In­ 
creasing numbers of paupers in the six­ 
teenth and seventeenth centuries led Eng­ 
land to a m odification of the system. But 
the change lent itself only to abuses, for 
when children of pauper parents 
fell 
a 
charge on the parish it was customary to 
bind them out to w hatever master would 
take them. A system of trade training had 
been debased into a system of poor relief. 
In 1802 England adopted its first worth 
w hile regulation to govern working condi­ 
tions for children. H owever, it was not 
until one hundred years 
later 
that 
a 
measure was passed which was applicable 
to all citizens. Since then other measures 
have been adopted, extending and raising 
minimum standards. 
But England does not 
stand 
alone 
am ong European countriea in a long fight 
to free children from unjust labor condi 
tions. For instance Germany’s struggle t 
liberate children from certain types of toil 
began in 18 39; and as in 
Eugland, 
the 
ideal has not been reached. For example 
there are some 2,000,000 German children 
working in agriculture, a half-m illion 
of 
these being under ten years of age. Other 
countries in Europe have a sim ilar record 
for exploitation of youth. 
The earliest record of using children in 
industrial em ploym ent 
in 
the 
United 
States dates back to 1790 when Samuel 
Slater employed nine between the ages of 
seven and twelve to work in his first ex­ 
perim ental cotton 
m ill 
at 
Pawtucket. 
Rhode Island. 
The Puritans of New England had 
a 
strong tradition against idleness. It was 
so strong that M assachusetts as early 
as 
1640 enacted legislation concerning com ­ 
pulsory useful em ploym ent 
of 
children, 
whether their parents were poor or w ell- 
to-do.

The so-called Pollock bill, rec­ 
ommended by the State Civil Ser­ 
vice Study commission of which

of 
Representatives. 
The 
state affairs committee has decid­ 
ed to use this 1937 bill (which 
was amended by the 193 7 legisla­ 
ture) as its starting point. 
If this movement receives legis­ 
lative support, the administration 
then would be in a position to 
maintain that it had enacted a 
“ genuine” civil service law and 
that the Republicans, instead of

Economy Still is Trend 
In the so-called modernization 
of the act, Republican legislators 
will see to it that many Jobs are 
made available, just as Democrat 
law-makers in 193 7 provided that 
only 
’’qualifying” 
examinations 
had to be taken by job applicants 
prior to Jan. I, 1938. 
The present act covers 17,000 
state workers. 
If by exempting low income em­ 
ployees as well as policy-making 
executives this number would be 
reduced to 8,000 to 10,000, legis­ 
lators say th a t a saving can be ef­ 
fected in the operating cost of the 
civil 
service 
department. 
The 
commission 
has asked $300,000 
for the next fiscal year beginning 
July I, 1939. 
House leaders want 
to 
reduce 
this to $100,000 on 
grounds of economy. 
Clipping of 
civil service wings thus would be 
justified, in part at least, by the 
imperative need to avert a further 
deficit. 
In the senate a tourist-farm a d ­ 
vertising appropriation was reduc­ 
ed from $400,000 to $300,000. In ­ 
stead of $50,000 a year for gen­ 
eral state advertising, as granted 
two years ago, the amended bill 
provides for $25,000 a year. 
Advertising of Michigan farm 
products was limited to $25,000 a 
year on a $5,000 matched aid ba­ 
sis for any one product— apples, 
potatoes, etc. 
Because of the 193 9 world fairs 
at New’ York and San F ran cisco 
Michigan resort owners are appre* 
henslve 
over sum m er prospects. 
Last year’s business was 20 per 
cent off normal. 


Defeat School Bill 
Supported by the Michigan E d u ­ 
cation association a resolution to 
relax the present 15-mill tax lim­ 
itation, putting a revision up to a 
spring referendum, was defeated 
by a narrow margin in the House. 
Dr. Eugene Elliott had support­ 
ed the resolution which he felt

Strange Stories About Hitler’s 
Doubles Continue To Circulate

Is Adolf Hitler dead? Are the 
I mustached individuals you see in 
the pictures, speaking from plat­ 
forms, 
patting 
little 
Bavarian 
xirls on the head, and opening 
motor shows, just a couple of oth­ 
er fellows? 
Rumors 
of 
Hitler's 
"death" 
have been circulated in the United 
States 
for 
months, 
and 
even 
reached print as long ago as last 
• December. Thus far. no real evi­ 
dence has been produced to prove 
it. 
Now a sensational new book, 
"The Strange 
Death 
of 
Adolf 
Hitler." which 
purports 
to 
be 
written by Hitler's chief "double" 
maintains th at the Fuehrer died 
on the eve of Munich, and that 
thereafter 
he. 
one 
Maximilian 
Hauer, 
impersonated 
Hitler 
on 
every public 
occasion, 
including 
the negotiations with Chamberlain 
at Munich. 
Far From Proved 
Indignant denials 
have 
come 
from Herman sources, and no one 
could regard the case as stated in 
the book to be proved. 
The manuscript is said to have 
been brought to 
America 
by a 
Herman ship's officer, to whom it 
was 
surreptitiously 
handed 
at 
Nice by a French friend who had 
received it in the mail from Ger­ 
many. The manuscript, purport­ 
i n g to he written by Hitler's dou- 
■ ule. stated that he wished his true 
name to appear on his tomb, and 
that therefore he was taking this 
means to “ roll all," disgusted at 
last with a regime with which he 
orginally sympathized. 
The English translation is filled 
with sentences 
in 
characteristic 
German word order, which could 
result only from either carelessly 
literal translation or a conscious 
effort to emphasize the Germanic 
character of the manuscript. 
It tells the lurid story of Batter, 
arrested in 1933 in Berlin when 
mistaken for Hitler, saved from 
death by H itler’s sudden seizure 
of power, and then catapulted In­ 
to a position as "double" for Hit­ 
ler on public occasions, including 
speeches. Since Hitler's "death," 
B a i t e r has been Hitler, he main­ 
tains, tho "fro n t" for 
a 
ruling 
clique which refuses to admit tho 
death of its fuhrer. 
So much for the book, which, 
though it is creating a sensation 
in literary circles, has practically 
no direct evidence of authenticity. 
H itter Double Assassinated 
The only instance in which a 
Hitler "double" 
was 
connected 
with a news event in which tho 
fuehrer himself figured, came in 
the sum m er of 1938 when Julius 
Schreck, a storm trooper brigade 
leader, was shot by an assassin. 
Hitler, with a party of Nazi of­ 
ficials, was motoring from Berlin 
to Bornau. Hitler was driving the 
car. Schreck, who resembles Hit­ 
ler, particularly in the cut of his 
mustache, was riding in the back 
seat. An assassin, hiding at the 
side of the road, apparently think­ 
ing that the fuehrer would never 
drive his own car, fired a single 
shot into the body of Schreck. Hit­ 
ler had lost a double, but his own 
life had been saved. 
F or a long time, 
pictures 
of 
‘ doubles" of Hitler m ade in E u r ­ 
ope and in fact in other parts of 
the w-orld, have been frequently 
published. 
Two such pictures a re printed 
with this story. The one in the 
striped suit is t h a t of a "mystery 
m an" who appeared a t 
Nice 
In 
1 935 with two bodyguards and 
created a commotion by strolling 
through that resort. 
The 
other 
"do u b le” was photographed at the 
zoo in Vienna in 1936. The name 
of neither man w-as ever discov­ 
ered. 
Woman Interest 
Much has been m ad e of recent 
interest 
by 
Hitler 
in 
several 
American dancers and 
in 
light 
opera as scarcely in key with his 
known character as one who was 
notoriously 
indifferent 
to 
the 
charm s of women, and a lover of 
the heaviest W agnerian music. 
Explanation is offered that the 
"double" who has taken Hitler s 
place, despite his physical resem­ 
blance, Is quite different in tem- 
oerament, and fond of women and 
N«>ht music. A far simpler explan­ 
ation would be t h a t it has been 
'^decided to '‘humanize" Hitler a 
little, and th at his sudden liking 
for American girls has elements 
of w hat is knowrn in the fight 
game as "the old build-up."

SAFETY WINNER 


R e s u l t s Are Obtained 
By 
Consistent 
Program 


Milwaukee, Wls. — "T h e n a ­ 
tion's safest city!" Milwaukee has 
won this title 
vouched for by the 
National Safety Council 
by rec­ 
ognizing that traffic 
conditions 
are a social problem and handling 
th em as such. 
T here’s been no 
haphazard, sporadic, and 
u no r­ 
ganized effort, but 
persevering, 
co-operative, organized work and 
education. 
So states Dr. B. L. 
Corbett, Secretary of this City’s 
Safety Commission. 
And the Commission — com­ 
posed of representatives of the Po­ 
lice and Fire and Public Works 
Departments, schools, public util­ 
ities, newspapers, 
operators 
of 
truck fleets, 
lawyers, 
doctors, 
merchants and manufacturers — 
plans to keep that title for the 
city by continuing its work and 
providing an even greater m e a ­ 
sure of safety for Milwaukee mo­ 
torists and pedestrians. 
- 
i 
Milwaukee's safety record since 
1932, when the contests between 
cities was begun by the National 
Safety Council, shows that it stood 
second at the start among cities of I 
500,000 population or more. 
It 
won first place the next three 
years, slipped to fifth 
place 
in > 
1936, but came back to first in : 
’37. 
And in 1934 it 
won 
the 
grand award over all cities of the 
country. 
( 'ontblued Improvement 
Milwaukee’s 
accomplishment 
stands out the more because it 
started with good record and has 
kept right on improving, the Safe­ 
ty Council states. 
The Council’s 
awards are based 
on 
improve­ 
ment, rather than on the actual 
current record, so as to keep cities 
trying to better themselves. 
As 
they make good safety records, it 
becomes increasingly difficult to 
improve. 
Milwaukee has k -pt on 
improving its record. 
This city did not always stand 
at the head of the class 
In fact, 
in 1919, it had one or the highest 


fatality records in the 
country. 
Various volunteer 
groups 
had 
worked on the problem of public 
safety, but the problem had not 
been solved. 
In that year, at tho 
Mayor’s request, 15 citizens form­ 
ed the Safety Commission and be­ 
gan systematically to correlate the 
work that had been done previ­ 
ously, to analyze and correct the 
causes of the city’s poor safety 
record. 
How well it has done its 
work is demonstrated by Milwau­ 
kee’s record of tho last 19 years. 
Since 19 28, with one exception, 
the number of fatalities has de­ 
creased each year. 
Simplicity is the keynote of the 
traffic engineering system, 
since 
eliminating confusion is its aim. 
To that end, signals and signs are 
placed only where they are stet wal­ 
ly needed— at the point of obedi­ 
ence. 
Signs are clear and concise, 
and easily understandable, 
and 
both signals and signs are uni­ 
form in size, color, and placement.

No other rabbits

covered, Haugen says, so hunters 
need have no immediate hopes of 
bagging rabbits out of the tree­ 
tops, in place of 
squirrels,
